How do these men and wo- 
men expect to advanee the cause of genuine temper- 
ance and to have the respect of self-respecting people 
when they base almost the whole of thoir propaganda 
upon a falso basis, which is the claim that their Biblo 
is n temperance book? ‘They know better, they know 
that every timo thoy make such claim they nre delib- 
erately falsifying, 


Bishop Fellows, of Chicago,spoke upon the assassin- 
ation of Rev, Haddock, the other nignt. The Chicago 
News reports him as saying, among other. things, that 
the quality of tho liquor now consumed is vastly in- 
ferior to that used a few years ago; that it is poisoned 
by drugs still moro deadly than alcohol, and for two 
or three ycars has been of this peculiarly dangerous 
character. AH this is very true, no doubt, but it does 
not seem tohave occurred to Bishop Fellows that this 
extreme adulteration of liquors is contemporancous 
with the fiereely fanatical attempt to force prohibition 


upon the peeple of several states through constitution- 


alamendments and unconstitutional statutes. "l'ho 
more rigdrous‘and-unjust tla law, the vile? the wani? 
teration, the more deadly the drug compounds sold 
under the names of whisky, wine, brandy, ete. 


Society is almost in chaos now awl it has been 
brought there largely by the attempt of puritans and 
politicians to mako everybody conform to the puritan's 
idea of things, The politician has pandered to the 
puritan becatso he saw n possibility of power and pelf 
for himself in tho. prohibitory and sinular ermsades, 
These two pers of humanity have snecoeded in ma- 
nipulating large numbers of voterz in their interest. 

Mr, Haddock may have been killed by tle friends 
of thy saloon, and he may not, but if he was killed by 
them, it is not at all strange, Violence engenders vi> 
olenee, and from the womb of theft springs full armed 
the demon of murder, Under the forms and. through 
the machinery of the law, large numbers of people 
have been deprived of nearly overy civil and property 
right. 1s itany wonder that they are restive under 
this legal despotism, that they do not submit patiently 
to this robbery, that they do not love these spies, in- 
formers and pulpit meddlers?

er to arrest him for blasphemy and put him through 
tho farce of a "trial" a burlesque on both justice. and 
law.

tion of the “positive chucks” of war, famine, etc.

The London Anarchist for July, while commenting 
on the Chicago “unpleasantness,” takes occasion to 
direct a shot “antid-ships” at our little craft. He 
asks: “Does Leciver really believe the nonsense that 
it prints—that the bomrthrower was an Anarchist of 
the worst description beenuse of his aet?" “Quote 
fair, Polly, quote fair?" The language used by us is 
not fairly stated by friend Seymour. We didnot gay at 
that time, nor have we since undertaken to say, who 
it was that threw the bomb. We wero speaking of 
the general movement, as we then understood it, To 
YORCE non-union men to join in the movement for 
shorter hours and higher pay. As we understool it, 
the movement of the Chicago strikers was most cm- 
phatically and distinctly an AxcinsTIO one. It was 
simply a movement to "rule or ruin" the non-union 
men or "seabs" as they were called. 

True, we deplored the use of dynamite on thatocca- 
sion, hut the Janguage used plainly showed that this 
was on the general principle that the “time for the 
rightful use o£ the dynamite bomb in America had 
not yetcome.” It was because we knew that the use 
of force would give the capitalists the very argument 
und «xeuse so much desired by them, to call on. the 
government to suppress free speech and. free press on 
the pirt of the laborer. It was because we knew 
that the use of force ngainst scabs and. cupitelists was 
simply suicidal unless the strikers were prepared to 
fight the State of Illinois, the gencral government, if 
not also the governments of the whole civilized 
world, Itdoes Lectern no good tesay “Itoll you so!" 
but assuredly Mr. Seymour must admit that, so far, 
our predictions have been only too well verified. 


COMMENT. 


And now the great trial of the Communistic Aunrcli- 
ists of Chicago draws to a close. We learn from to- 
day's dispatches, (Thursday, Ang. 19,) that the case will 
be given to the jury to-morrow. We have refrained 
from coniment upon the testimony aud pleadings of the 
lawyers, believing that but litthe good could be accom- 
- vid by so doing, Most of our readers are jn the 
jiabit o£ doing their own thinking ind forming their 
own conclusions, and the. testimony and pleading in 
this case heye been so voluminous that it 
would be impossible for us to do more than present 
the most meager outline. We will just say that so far 
us we have read these proceedings it has been the aim 
uf the proseention to prove "conspirney" on the part 
of the Communists, 1esulting in murder; while the ef- 
forts of the defense have been, First, to prove that 


there could have been no conspiracy, and Second, that 
the blame of the tragedy should rest upon the police 
as the assailing party, 


Of course we can have but little idea what the ver- 
diet of the jury will be. Mueh will depend upon the 
charge of the judge. So far, we believe, there is but 
litle complaint from either side in regard to Judge 
Gary's rulings. | The Chicago Sentinel, Col. Norton's 
en strongly intimates in a recent issue, that Mayor 

larrison was not allowed to repent on the stand the 

laugunge he is reported to have previously nsed, throw- 
ing the chief blame upon Capt. Bonfield, the leader of 
the police. 

Though the great majority of the weel:ly and daily 
papers that come to this oltice tuko deeded ground 
against the Camuiunists, they do not all do so. Wit- 
ness the following clipped from the Clay County 
(Wan) Deinoerat: 


“Inthe Chicago courts the prosecution. is daily adding tp the 
overwhelming evidence ot the guitt ot the anarchisla now on triat 
in that city, charged with conspiracy, and will, no doubt, obtaina 
verdiet of. guilty and which will probably be n sentence of death, 

"Attbe anmo time,were it left to citizens of Chicago as to whether 
they should po freo or hang, we verily believe the majority would

“The writer visited Chicago during May, and was astonished at 
tho sympathy expressed for the anarchiste. 

*Notthnt they concurred in anarchial views, but as between 
the anarehiats and police, the former on genernt priuciples, 

'Lbe average Chicago policeman is a brutal, ignorant, drunken 
libertine of the foreign elements. 

Whilethoro we were waiting fora ear one night abont midnight, 
tight inthe henct iu the city, along came n policeman more than 
half drank, who roughly ordered us to move on. We explained 
that wo were whiting for n car to take ur over to tho West Side, but 
of no avril, ho persisted iu his order, aud as we dil not move he 
aimed à fearful blow with hia benvy club at our head.

Nation- 
allzation presupposes nn — intelliyent 
people, with too much love for 
iberty to allow their representa- 
tives or servants to become their 
masters. [gnorant poople will be 
onslaved in any ense. Vo ought to 
laugh, not mourn, whon t man disturbs 
tho habitual acquicscence to monopoly 
which now possessor tha people, 

A correspondent asks why n writer 
need obscuro himself by means of n 
pseudonym. Simply because thoro is 
no merit in the bravery that proclaims 
doctrines to the enemy, who cannot uns 
derstand, but ean retaliato with slander 
iud pecuniary injury. Of all belligerenta 
thespy isthe most valuablo, If a man 
subsists by working for n corporation 
while ondeavoring to destroy corporate 
rule, ho is n spy, and the bold 
aseortion of his principles would 
destroy his usofulnoesa.
